Despite 2 lull in fighting — pos- 
sibly caused by the Vietnamese Tet 
mew year holiday — there were 
reports of sharp but scattered bat- 
tles throughout the country. 

The Saigon command re- 
ported 131 “enemy-initiated inci- 
dents" between dawn Friday and 
daybreak yesterday, with another 64 
Communist attacks to nightfall yes- 
terday. 

The heaviest fighting occurred at 
a tiny hamlet in Binh Tuy province, 
112 kms. east of Saigon. Military 
sources said Communist troops press- 
ed into the village early yesterday 
and the government ordered 400 
militiamen to retake the hamlet. 

When fighting stopped with a 
Communist pullout six hours later 
17 Vietcong and 22 militia troops 
had been killed.

FIEST SIGHTING 


Tt was the first reported sighting 
of one of the Soviet-built planes 
south of the demilitarized zone since 
the early days of the Communist 
offensive last April, when Migs were 
reportedly seen over Quang Tri on 
one or two occasions.

The Foreign Minister of Brazil, 
Mario Gibson Barboza, is due in 
Israel this evening on 8 four-day 
official visit. He and his wife and 
several Brazillan Foreign Ministry 
officials visited Egypt last week. 


Before Mr. Barboza's current 
tour, observers thought it might 
presage an attempted Brazilian ini- 
tiative in the Middle East. But the 
statement issued after his Cairo 
visit, couched in vague terms and 
sticking to Resolution 242, seems to 
indicate that the tour is more of ἃ 
goodwill mission. 

In Israel, he is also expected to 
sign agreements for further cooper- 
ation between the two countries. 


Heath ends trade

WASHINGTON (UPI). — British 
Prime Minister Edward Heath ‘eft 
for London yesterday afte: reported- 
ly telling President Nixon it is 
important he gets a congressional 
mandate to begin talks soon with 
the European Common Market. 

Sources close to Heath said one 
of the main goals of Heath's trip 
to Washington was to urge Nixon 
and the Congress on the need for 
a trade bill that would give the 
U.S. a powerful negotiating man- 
date.

Cabinet ministers are still de- 
bating the eventual building of ἃ 
new city at Pithat Rafah — 
despite the recent Cabinet deci- 
sion to create a “regional centre” 
there. This was indicated by Hous- 
ing Minister Ze'ev Sharef δὲ a 
press conference held in Sharm 
e-Sheikh Thursday during a tour 
of diplomatic correspondents. 

Mr. Sharef disclosed that fong- 
range guidelines for the new centre 
were now being discussed by the 
Ministerial Committee for settle- 
ment in the territories, headed by 
Israel Galli. "We believe that the 
regional centre should be bullt in a 
way enabling further development,” 
Mr. Sharef said. 

The Cabinet’s decision to build a 
tegional centre followed an unofficial 
proposal by Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan to establish a coastal city, 
which he called “Yamit." 

At an earlier meeting with the 
press, Houslng Ministry Deputy Di- 
rector-General Shlomo Avni said the 


‘regional centre would be of an urban 


character, rather than rural. The 
Ministry was now planning “300 
housing units, for the next two or 
three years, in accordance with the 
Cabinet's decision.” he said, 
OPHIRA GROWS APACE 

At Ophira, the Hebrew name of 
Sharm e-Sheikh, Mr. Sharef sald he 
was surprised at the progress made 
in building there. He had just tour- 
ed two four-storey blocks of apart- 
ments going up on 8 sandy pro.

Leyland setting

— Oniy days after the 
announcement of the settlement 
reached between British Leyland 
and the creditors of Autocars, it 
has now been reported that Ley- 
land has submitted detailed plans 
to the Lebanese Government for 
@ car assembly plant to be built 
near Beirut. 

The announcement last week 
that Leyland had finally severed 
its remaining connections with 
the bankrupt Autocars group 
cleared the way for Leyland to 
be removed from the “biack dist" 
of the Arab boycott office. 

The proposed assembly plant 
wili have an initial capacity - οὗ 
4,000 cars a year. Lebanon has 
offered Leyland free port facili- 
ties which would enable the 
British Company to import kits 
from the parent factories in the 
U.K. and then export them fully 
assembled, without paying any 
duties. Only the cars solid inside 
Lebanon would be subject to 
import tariffs.

KUNBSITRA. — Shakib Yousef 
Abu Jabal, who is credited with 
having headed the spy rg broken 
fn the Golan last week, bas for 
many vears worked for Syrian 
Intelligence, it is learned 

police sources. 

During the Six Day War, he was 
in Syria “on business," and some 
tame later returned iegally to Is- 
rael. He was detained and interro- 
gated, and applied to the Military 
Governor for permission to remain 
In his home village of Moajdal 
Shams. 

‘T am through with intelligence 
work and promise to devote myself 
entirely to raising my five children 
{three of them daughters) and to 
my farm," he said in the statement 
he gave the authorities. 

It is believed that he crossed the 
border, only a few hundred metres 
from his home, a number of times 
to meet Syrian agents and to sup- 
ply them information not only of 
military value, but also local gos- 
sip. This may be the key to the 
riddle of how Abu Selim. the Voice 
of Palestine broadcaster in Damas- 
cus. was able to report on the 
movements of Golan Druse and the 
degree of their cooperation with 
the Israeli authorities. 

Shakib Abu Jabal is also believed 
to have recruited other members 
of his clan, which is one of the 
smaller ones in Majdal Shams. 
Among them were hls two sons. 
One of them, Izzat Abu Jabal, was 
killed in a clash with an Israeli 
patrol last Sunday. 

Those who knew him said Izzat 
Jooked more Jewish than Druse, 
and spoke fluent Hebrew. He worked 
in casual jobs, often for Jewish 
building contractors or in the 
family farm. 

The other son, also detained, 
studied for three years at Damas- 
cus University. He is married and 
has three children. 


IDEOLOGICAL MOTIVES 


‘Those who know the suspects 
say they acted out of ideological 
motives, especially identification with 
the Syrian Ba'th Party. 

Many facts are still obscure. It 
is still not known when the ring 
began to operate and who initiat- 
ed it, which of the detained was 
actually incontact with the Syrians, 
or what Kind of information they 
passed on. Also under investiga- 
tion ts a possibility that the Syrians 
got Druse in Syria to obtain the 
help of their relatives. Those in 
Golan familiar with Syrian prac- 
tices say that such pressure may 
have been very real. 

The uncovering of the spy ring 
has put the Druse population, about 
8,000 persons living in Majdal 
Shams, Ein Kinja, Mas’ada and 
Buk'ata, in an embarrassing situa- 
tion. The leaders say that Israel 
has not formally annexed the Go- 
Tan, and the inhabitants do not 
know whether they are still Syrians 
or candidates for Isrzel nationality. 
or to which country they owe alle- 
giance. 

Qn Thursday, the Huifa Magis- 
trate’s Court extended by 15 days 
the remand of nine men suspected 
of membership in the spy ring un- 
covered in December. These included 
David Cooper of Bat Yam, Yehez 
kel Cohen of Tel Aviv. and seven 
Arabs from villages in the north.

Both charges were improvised. 
The second consisted of materials 
easily purchased at any pharmacy. 
They were placed in a canister. 

Several suspects were arrested 
last night. Security circles believe 
that the charges were ald by local 
people organized into ἃ terrorist 
cell during the summer when the 
area was open to visitors from 
Jordan, but who had remained dor- 
mant until now. They did not be- 
lieve that tthe two incidents are in- 
dicative of renewed terrorist 
activity § in the area, which has 
been quiet for some four months. 

An Egged bus driver told Hebron 
police Friday he had to use his 
pistol to scare off local drivers 
who attacked him in Tarkumiya 
village, near Hebron, 

The driver, Assaf Dinowitz, 25, 
from Jerusalem, was loading lab- 
ourers bound for Jerusalem early 
Friday when a number of local car 
drivers who transport workers 
themselves attacked him. They 
threatened to murder him if he con- 
tinued to transport workers from 
the village, Dinowitz told police. 

When he trandished the pistol, 
the attackers fled.

More important, perhaps, is the 
determination of the two airlines ta 
tackle two thorny perennial prob- 
lems that have been obstructing any 
Significant reciprocal tourism. The 
Problems, one financial — the travel 
tax — the other political — the 
Italian visa requirement affect 
Israelis rather than Italians. But 
they have the cumulative effect of 
keeping down the number of Israeli 
visitors to Italy. This has in turn 
given Italians concerned with tour- 
ism little cause to encourage a 
flow in the opposite direction. 
The travel tax of course concerns 
not Italy alone, although the Ital- 
ians contend that it hits the Is- 
raeli tourist to Italy relatively hard- 
der than, say, a traveller to the 
U.S. This is because the tax con- 
sists of a flat levy of IL600 in 
addition to 10 per cent of the cost 
of the fare. Thus the trave] tax on 
ἃ I1488.90 economy class fare to 
Italy comes to 50 per cent of the 
return ticket, but only 25 per cent 
of a IL3,704 return fare to New 
York. 
Alitalia hes for a number of 
years now sought an amendment to 
what it considers a “discriminatory” 
taxation scale, but without success. 


Doing diddle 


The reason for the continued 
existence of the “major offender,” 
the IL600 head tax, is the Israel 
Treasury's contention that it at 
least partly discourages people 
with private access to foreign ex- 
ehange from doing a diddle — pur- 
chasing a taxable ticket to, say, 
Rome or: Athens, and then continu- 
ing tax-free to points across the 
Atlantic on a ticket purchased ab- 
road.

CAMBODIA, THAILAND DOUBT PEACE WILL LAST 


Long guerrilla war 


By JOHN McBETH 


BANGKOK (FWF).—President Nixon's cease- 
fire agreement has left Thailand and Cam- 
podia. with strong doubts over the durability 
of peace and the gloomy expectation of con- 
tinued internal insurgency. But while Thailand 
fs likely to flourish further as the U.S. bas- 
tlon in South-East Asia, Cambodia is confront- 
ed with a situation that could grow even more 
critical 

Unlike Laotian Premier Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, the government of Marshal Lon Nol 
has no framework for a peaceful settlement 
to its internal troubles, Indeed, the stage is 
set for a protracted guerrilla war which could 
conceivably destroy all hopes of totel peace 
in South-East Asia for at least this decade. 

In Laos, Prince Souvanna has remained in 
contact with Pathet Lao leader Prince Soup- 
hanouvong and groundwork they have already 
laid carries expectations of an early accord. 
In Cambodia, however, there has been no 
such Hnk. The 3,000 ragtag Khmer Rouge, 
who took up arms against Lon Nol after the 
overthrow of Prince Norodom Sihanouk, pro- 
vided the base for an army which has now 
grown to 50,000 in three years of bitter fight- 
ing. 

From his Peking-based government-in-exile, 
Prince Sihanouk has inalsted repeatedly that 
the Cambodian rebels will never allow a Viet- 
mamese-U.S. peace agreement to extend its 
authority into Cambodia. Despite growing re- 
ports that the Prince holds lttle influence 
with the Khmer Rouge, they are known to 
share that view at least the current 
‘situation. 

The Phnom Penh Government is now faced 
with the twin problems of containing wide- 
spread insurgency with an effective combat 
force of only 45,000 men and, at the same 
time, trying to shift from a purely military 
to a partially clviHan base. For an adminis- 
tration founded in turbulence and propped up 
by American support, that transformation is 
going to be difficult, perhaps even critical to 
its survival. 


Capacity to rule 


Lon Nol must show that he has the capa- 
city to rule a government dedicated more to 
reconstruction than to war. He must also de- 
monstrate a willingness to unite his people by 
attempting to open channels with the Khmer 
Rouge — a possibility that may not be en- 
tirely remote if Sthanouk's influence has de- 
clined to the degree many observers believe, 

although the Americans will be forced to 
lower thelr military profile in Cambodia, it 
is hardly Ukely that they will abandon Lon 
Nol, Observers see a scenario where the U.S, 
will step up civilian aid and, at the same 
time, remain as behind-the-scenes advisers in 
military affairs ~~ a role they have played 
carefully up to now.

Kissinger: 
‘Suicide’ 
for China, 
U.S.S.R. 
to fight 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). —U.S. 
Presidential adviser Henry Kis- 
singer said on Friday it would 
be suicidal for China and the 
Soviet Union to go to war and 
he cSild not believe they would 
use violence to settle their ideo- 
logical and border differences. 

“It is hard to believe that 
two great powers would engage 
in so suicidal a course 885 
fighting each other," he declar- 
ed in a CBS television interview 
when asked if he worried whe- 
ther the two major communist 
powers might clash in an arm- 
ed conflict. 

Dr. Kissinger said the Soviet 
Unfon and China had thelr dif- 
ficulties, but these did not in- 
fluence President Nixon's at- 
tempts to improve U.S. relations 
with both. 

“The most foolish thing we can 
do 15 to try to interfere between 
these countries," he said. ‘The 
only possible policy for us is to 
deal openly and honestly with 
each of them on the basis of 
what common laterests er prob- 
lems we have with them.” 

Dr. Kissinger sketched the 
contrasting personalities of Chi- 
nese Prime Minister Chou En- 
lat and Soviet Commucist Party 
leader Leonid Brezhnev — he has 
had extensive talks with both. 
He also described hig “difficult” 
relations with North Vietnam's 
Le Duc Tho during the Paris 
peace negotiations. 

Mr. Chou ang Mr. Brezhnev, 
he said. represented different 
stages of communist evolution. 

The Chinese Prime Minister 
was the first generation of com- 
munist leaders in his country, 
was a survivor of the hazardous 
“Long March," was more a mis- 
slonary and prophetic type than 
ἃ Russian communist, and was 
very subtle. 

Mr. Brezhnev had been 
through the bureaucracy of an 
established system, running a 
State that was more elaborate 
and complex than China's. He 
was more elemental than Mr. 
Chou — a “physical person.” 

But both were considerable 
figures, Dr. Kissinger said, and 
mo one got to the top commun- 
ist leadership by being weak. 

Chairman Mao Tse-tung was 
the dominant figure in: China, 
Dr. Kissinger said, He added that 
at 8 meeting between President 
Nixon and Mao at which he and 
Mr. Chou were also present, 
“there was no question in eny- 
body's mind... as to who was 
number one.” 

Dr. Kissinger satd Mr. Tho 
was an impreasive man who had 
tisen to the top through mis- 
slonary zeal after seven years of 
hardship in a French prison and 
had never known tranqullity. 

While the U.S. fought to end 
the war, the North Vietnamese 
polithuro member fought to 
achieve goals he had held all his 
life, he said. “I never had any 
illusions — I did not convert him 
to our point of view." 

He added that Mr. Tho was 
always correct and courteous 
during their three and a half 
years of negotiations, but he 
was maddening when he did not 
want to settle and most effec. 
tive when he dig,

Did the new immigrants come 
here with the idea that they could 
add thelr customary fleshpots to the 
advantages of ving to Israel — in 
other words, do they expect to have 
the best of both worlds? Didn’t they 
feel that they could afford and even 
wish to “make a swop,” perhaps 
forgo some of their great material 
advantages as payment for the ad- 
vantages they have here? 

Did they or did they not come 
here ‘to take pot luck" with the
